Ronald 
Colman 
Dies, 67 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. (UP) 
British 
- born actor Ronald 
Colman, 67, whose career span­ 
ned three decades of American 
and English stages and brought 
him fame as the star of some IOO 
motion pictures, died today. 
The actor succumbed 
at 
St. 
Francis Hospital. He passed away 
at 5 a m. after being taken there 
from his home at nearby Monte­ 
cito, Santa Barbara’s fashionable 
suburb, Sunday night. 
Hospital 
attendants 
attributed 
death to a virus lung infection. 
The white-haired and handsome 
Colman had been hospitalized last 
year at St. John’s Hospital in 
Santa Monica for treatment of a 
lung ailment. He was best known 
for performances in the romantic, 
classic style films, but turned to 
television toward the end of his 
acting life for the filmed video 
program, “Halls Of Ivy.” 
Colman’s debonair manner and 
the hesitating, British voice t h a t 
had been imitated many times 
stamped him for young romantic 
roles until he was almost 50. But 
in recent years, his acting was 
confined to the suave middle-aged 
type in company with his actress 
wife, Benita. 
“The style of what I used to 
do is gone — the romantic films, 
the classics,” 
he 
told 
friends. 
“The older you get the harder 
you are to cast and the harder to 
please.” 
Last spring he was one of the 
celebrities who did fast scenes in 
Mike Todd’s “Around The World 
In 80 Days,” but he did it only 
for the fun of it. 
His personal preference always 
was for light comedy and at the 
peak of his long career he earned 
an average of $150,000 a week for 
just eight weeks of work in on# 
picture a year. 
He lived quietly on his guest 
ranch near Santa Barbara, Calif., 
about 90 miles north from Holly­ 
wood on the Pacific coastline,
